Congress Gets War Service 
Act For Shop, Farm Workers 


Washington, Feb. 8 (A B )— A national war service 
act, granting President Roosevelt sweeping power to uti­ 
lize the nation’s manpower and womanpower in any job 
deemed necessary to achieve v ictory, was introduced iii 
Congress today by two Republicans. 
The measure, which would make millions*of Amer­ 
icans eligible for a call to duty on assembly lines of tanks 
and planes and in the fields to sow and reap the country’s 
crops, was submitted by Rep. Wadsworth (R.-N. Y.) and 
Senator Austin (R.-Vt.).

Varsity football, soccer and 
lacrosse will be eliminated. 
There will be an intra-mural 
sports program of other athletic events. 
The regular coed students will remain intact and the lib­ 
eral arts student body will comprise between 300 and 400 
students.

Two 
Japanese attempts this winter to 
drive into Yimnan, China’s south­ 
western bastion, have made no real 
progress and the line of the great 
rivers near the Burma border stUl 
holds. 
The Japanese have carried 
out a series bf "mopping up” oper­ 
ations in the Yangtze valley and 
along Peiplng-Hankow railway but 
these seem pointless. 
As far as mlUtary operations go 
Japan has made no major gains 
against China since Pearl Harbor 
except the conquest of Burma and 
closing of the Burma road. 
But it 
was not the Chinese army that lost 
Burma. 
And Hie Chinese continue 
to keep a large part of Japan’s 
forces, perhaps 750,000 men, fully 
occupied. 
Strain on Home Front 
But while General Chiang’s fight­ 
ers seem to be doing ah right there 
is Increasing evidence of strain on 
the home front. 
The pressure of 
the Japanese blockade, which has 
been effective in varying degrees 
since the capture of Canton more 
four years ago, Is ever more keenly 
felt. 
There is tragic famine in 
Honan and food shortage elsewhere. 
Drastic inflation bears heavily on 
the people. The war drags on in­ 
terminably, now in the later half 
of its sixth year, and so many timps 
has hope been deferred. 
It would tx1 strange therefore if 
there were not discontent among 
the Chinese people, probably the 
world’s most patient. The Japanese 
pressure by propaganda and in­ 
trigue is more constant than the 
military pressure, with unceasing 
efforts to win influential individuate 
away from Chiang or to persuade 
the whole Chungking government 
to come to terras with Japan’s

INTEREST DEDUCTIONS 
(Part I) 
Interest on 
indebtedness, 
with 
certain exceptions, is an allowable 
deduction in arriving at net income 
for Federal income tax purposes. 
Deductible interest includes both 
interest incurred in connection with 
one's business or profession, and 
interest on personal indebtedness. J 
Interest on business indebtedness 
should be shown either in Schedule 
B to arrive at the net amount of 
rents and royalties entered as Item 
6 of the return, or in Schedule H to 
arrive at the net profit (or Loss) 
shown In item 9 of the return Form 
1040. but interest on personal in­ 
debtedness should be shown under 
item 13 of Deductions. 
Interest 
shown in item 13 must also be sup­ 
ported by an explanation (in Sched­ 
ule C) of the deduction. 
Interest on personal indebtedness 
may Include interest on a mortgage 
on one’s home, interest on the par- I 
chase price of household goods pur­ 
chased on the installment plan, as ; 
well as Interest on personal loans. I 
Interest paid on a judgment or on I 
unpaid taxes is also deductible. 
It 
Ls not necessary that the indebted­ 
ness be secured by a lien or m ort­ 
gage for the Interest to be deduct­ 
ible, but there must be a legal obli­ 
gation on the taxpayer to pay the 
interest. 
In entering interest deductions, 
several distinctions and qualifica­ 
tions must be kept in mind. In the 
case of a mortgage loan on one’s 
home, the contract frequently calls 
for a monthly payment covering 
boti) interest and amortization of 
the loan. As a portion of the pay­ 
ment represents interest, and a por­ 
tion represents payment or principal, 
and each payment made reduces the 
amount representing interest on the 
next instillm ent and increases the 
amount representing repayment of 
principal, it Is necessary to make a 
separation of the two amounts in 
totaling the interest paid during the 
year. 
In F.HJL. loans the monthly 
payment includes not only interest 
and amortization, but an amount for 
loan insurance, accrued taxes, and 
fire insurance.
